The late nineteenth century was a time when thousands of 
Chinese came to the United States， Why would these pioneers 
jeave their homes to seek an uncertain future an oceanaway? 
What was the condition in China at that time? 

Ihe 8lm 和 ves us a taste of what China was like under a 
weak and corrupt government，and how this_ government 
Teacted to foreign aggression. China，then，was humiliated 
and robbed by foreign powers. Her citizens, including the 
Overseas Chinese，lived in anger，bitterness; Poverty and a 
sense of helplessness。 Anyone without some understanding 
of this period of history cannot fully understand the early 
Chinese Americans，nor the present Chinese American com- 
munity which was built on the foundation solidified by the 
pioneers. 

Unlike many flms from the studios in Hong Kong, this one 
was produced with meticulous care to accuracy as to costume， 
speech，manners, and other historical details. Although from 
time to time，there are So-called “patroitic”films showing in 
Chinatowm, most of them display a sophomoric distortion of 
history。 After adding sex and violence to the original scriptb， 
the finished products are shameful example of the cinematic

In my opinion，however，the 
conference fell short in several
